Committee On Stewardship 
And Missionary Education 


The Committee on Stewardship and 
Missionary Education met at the be- 
ginning of the year and worked out the 
suggested goals for Our Christian 
World Mission. There was considerable 
study made of each local church, keep- 
ing in mind the fact that we are striv- 
ing to reach the time when the South- 
east Convention can become self-sup- 
porting. 

In our program of progress it is the 
hope of the committee, as well cs every 
church in the convention, that we con- 
tinue to work toward our goal of self~ 
support. To do this it is necessary for 
each church to increase its giving to 
Our Christian World Mission 15% each 
year. We realize that some churches 
will be able to do even more than this 
and there are churches that cannot in- 
crease that much, but we trust that the 
overall program of giving to Our Chris- 
tian World Mission will amount to a 
15% increase. 

The Committee on Stewardship and 
Missionary Education last year recom- 
mended twelve objectives in Steward- 
ship and Missionary Education, and 
Promotion of Our Christian World 
Mission, asking each Association to 
adopt similar objectives and get official 
backing from the local churches at their 
annual meetings. Then when local 
churches are contacted, these objectives 
can be pointed to as official objectives 
of the churches and associations. At 
the end of the year mimeographed re- 
ports could be made available for dis- 
tribution at Association meetings and 
at the annual meeting of the Southeast 
Convention, indicating which churches 
have made progress on which objec- 
tives for the following year. 

It is the hope of the chairman that 
each church, at the meeting of the 
Southeast Convention, will have copies 
given to him indicating which of these 
objectives you have accomplished. I 
would hope to receive these objectives 
before this report is given at the Con- 
vention.

THE KEYNOTE SPEAKER 


Rev. Dr. Truman B. Douglass, New 
York City, executive vice-president of 
the Board of Home Missions of the 
Congregational Christian Churches, is 
the leading Protestant spokesman on 
the place of religion in American cul- 
ture. 

It is a privilege for the Southeast 
Convention to have Dr. Douglass for 
the keynote speaker for the eighth an- 
nual sessions of the Convention. 

In addition to being the executive 
head of the Board of Home Missions, 
one of the major boards of our denom- 
ination, Dr. Douglass holds many other 
responsible positions. He is a member 
of the General Board of the National 
Council of the Churches of Christ in 
the U. S. A. He serves on the boards 
of managers of both the Broadcasting 
and Film Commission and the Division 
of Home Missions of that body. He is 
ehairman of the Council’s Department 
of Worship and the Arts. 

Widely known as. an author and lec- 
turer, Dr. Douglass has written three 
books: Why Go To Church (1957); 
Preaching and the New Reformation 
(1956); and Mission to America (1951). 
Dr. Douglass delivered the Lyman 
Beecher Lectures at Yale University 
Divinity School in June, 1951. 

A graduate of Pomona (California) 
College in 1923, he did graduate work 
at Union Theological Seminary, New 
York City, and Columbia University, 
from which he received an M. A. degree 
in 1927. Five colleges have awarded him 
honorary doctor’s degrees. 


Christian Education 
Committee Report

the use of the new Nursery course, 
“3’s in Christian Community,” which 
will be ready to use next fall (1960). 
Your Association or Conference chair- 
man can help you make plans, 


The Leadership Growth Workshops, 
which you have already heard about 
and certainly will hear more about, has 
consumed the majority of the time at 
our meetings. These are now pianned 
for August 11-14 (Southern Union);

Committee On Evangelism 


Your chairman on Evangelism has 
been a full-time seminary student this 
year and therefore has done a poor job. 
However, several reports from local 
churches indicate that a spirit of evan- 
gelism is moving and this is indeed en- 
couraging. 

A letter with a booklet on “Lay Vis- 
itation” was sent to each of the pas- 
tors and churches. We trust that this 
method of Jesus will be adopted by 
more churches and that “regular” lay 
visitation evangelism will become a 
part of every church. 

We would make the, following re- 
commendations for the coming year: 

J. A workshop on Evangelism be 
conducted in each of the Associations 
within the Convention. These work- 
shops would be on the nature of those 
held in other Conventions and Confer- 
ences — one day for each Association, 
with possibly a worker from our Na- 
tional Board and our Superintendent 
as leaders. 

2. A new emphasis on prayer. En- 
courage family devotions using our new 
publications on “Daily Devotions.” 
Work toward a prayer movement 
throughout the entire church. 

3. Set a minimum goal of new mem- 
bers to win to Christ and His church 
this next year. Our Superintendent has 
suggested a challenging increase in 
members for the Southeast Convention. 
Let us unite to make this a reality. 

4, A better trained membership, We 
encourage pastors to have membership 
classes. Too many of our people don’t 
know what we believe, This is an ex- 
cellent opportunity for the pastor to 
give the purposes, significance and re- 
quirements of church membership. It 
is an excellent opportunity to teach the 
basic beliefs of a Christian and the 
teachings of our Congregational Christ- 
ian Church. (Possibly several members 
would like to be included in these 
classes, although they have been mem- 
bers of the church for many years.). 

I pray this shall be a great year in 
the Southeast Convention. I have thor- 
oughly enjoyed by time here and shall 
long treasure my friendship with you. 
Superintendent Lightbourne has been 
one of the best friends I have ever 
known, Cooperate with him and the 
new Chairman on Evangelism to make 
this an outstanding year,

Through this 
organization we hope to promote fel- 
lowship among our E & R and CC 
churchmen in North Alabama, and to 
be helpful in many other ways as the 
United Church of Christ becomes a re- 
ality. 

Our attention is now tocused on the 
Southeast Convention Area Church- 
men’s Fellowship Retreat to be held at 
beautiful Cheaha State Park near An- 
niston, Alabama, May 27, 28, 29, 1960. 
This retreat is for laymen and minis- 
ters, too, of both the E & R and C C

During the past year the Committee 
sponsored two convocations of the min- 
isters of the Southeast Convention, one 
in the spring of 1959 and one in the fall. 
The committee also cooperated in the 
sponsorship of the first Pre-Lenten 
Southern Minister’s Convocation held 
in February at Franklinton Center, 
Bricks, N. C. 

The committee sent a communication 
to. the various associations and confer- 
ences of the convention pointing out 
that when we ordain men to the min- 
istry who have not completed both col- 
lege and seminary training the ordina- 
tion will be recognized throughout the 
convention, but should the minister 
transfer outside the convention the 
matter of his ministerial standing will 
rest with the body to which he is mov- 
ing. Some Congregational Christian 
Conferences and Associations demand 
that a minister has completed both col- 
lege and seminary, or their equivalent 
before he is eligible for ordination. 

The spring Minister’s Convocation 
will be held on May 3-5, Camp Winna- 
taska, near Birmingham, Alabama. The 
Reverend Russell T, Loesch, Minister 
to Armed Forces and Chaplains of our 
Congregational Christian Churches, and 
Rey. Henry Smith Leiper, formerly 
Minister of our Missions Council, will 
be the guest leaders.

The Report Of The Registrar 
Supt. J. H. Lightbourne, Jr. 


Figures by themselves cannot repro- 
duce accurately the picture of a situa- 
tion. They can, however, give valid in- 
sight into it. On this premise it seems 
wise to share certain figures with you. 

First, the number of churches in the 
convention has been reduced from 119 
to 117. Both First Church and Society 
Hill Church, Fort Valley, Ga. saw fit 
to withdraw last year and unite with 
the Missionary Baptist denomination. 

The two churches had a membership 
between them of 100. Therefore, our 
total membership dropped by 4 mem- 
bers from 9982 to 9578. There is en- 
couragement in the fact that our 117 
churches actually increased in member- 
chip, although the increase was _ less 
than one member per church. 

Last year we reported 104 Sunday 
Schools with a membership of 6134. 
This year 96 with a membership of 
5868 were reported. More than likely 
these figures indicate poor reporting 
rather than a drop in the number of 
Sunday Schools. The same is true for 
youth groups. Last year 44 were re- 
ported with a membership of 902. This 
year the figures were 39 and 775. 

This leads me once again to urge 
that ministers and churches take ser- 
iously the annual reports. It would be 
so helpful if you would see that they 
are completed and correctly so. 

The financial picture is brighter. Last 
year the churches contributed $27,015 
to OUR CHRISTIAN WORLD MIS- 
SION. This year the figure is $30,529. 
This means an increase of over $3000, 
which is enough to keep us on sche- 
dule in Our Program of Progress. 

In local expenses the increase was 
significant, Last year the local expense 
figure for all of the churches was 
$351,170. This year the figure is $406,- 
404 — an increase of over $50,000. If 
expenditures at the local level can be 
increased this much in a year, certain- 
ly there is grounds for hope that OUR 
CHRISTIAN WORLD MISSION  con- 
tributions can be increased. 

The value of local church property 
has increased from $3,081,100 to $3,- 
533,700. $443,900 was spent on new 
church buildings this year. 35 church- 
es report owning parsonages. 

All of these figures taken together 
indicate to me at least two things: (1) 
Great progress has been made in past 
years, and (2) the future holds its 
challenge before us.

One of the first words to be included 
in this third annual report, as was true 
of my two prior reports, is “THANKS” 
to the churches, groups of men and 
women, as well as individual persons 
who have don2 
so much for the 
coliege this year, 
For the first ti- 
me in a_ good 
many years, es- 
specially since 
1958, our income 
if exceeded our ex- 

penses, the for- 

mer being $167,- 

896.80, while the 

latter was $166,- 
521.31, or an excess of income over ex- 
pense of $1,375.49. Truly we are grate- 
ful for this condition. 

Materials have already been ordered, 
some of them delivered and paid for 
(discount was deducted, too, for prompt 
payment), and plans are moving right 
ahead to have the addition to Pilgrim 
Hall completed during the summer and 
ready for occupancy in September. 

Enrollment for 1959-1960 has been 
down a little bit, the current quarter 
being something under 200 students. 
Four reasons appear as we try to ana- 
lyze the situation and they include a 
slight increase in fees, raising stand- 
ards of admission, the elimination of 
football, and the completion of their 
scholastic work by a large group of 
veterans. 

Bobby Jack Pemberton is the new 
Director of Public Relations and Re- 
cruitment and is already busy visiting 
high schools and talking with prospec- 
tive students. Drop him a note if you 
wish to see him. 

The campaign for funds to improve 
and enlarge the college facilities has 
been met with initial success and is be- 
ing quietly carried on. A real vote of 
appreciation is due to General Cam- 
paign Chairman Robert A. Russell of 
Alexander City and all of the yvolun- 
teer workers who have secured the 
pledges and related the Southern Un- 
ion story so many times to so many 
people. 

The Board of Home Missions gave 
great encouragement not only to the 
faculty-staff, the students, trustees, and 
other friends of the college this year in 
making an appropriation of $10,000.00 
for the purpose of raising additional 


funds with the promise that when 
$40,000.00 has been secured, another 
$10,000.00 would be forthcoming. Since 
the amount of pledges now surpasses 
$75,000.00, the Board of home Missions 
very graciously forwarded its second 
check for $10,000.00.

The National Women’s Fellowship of 
the Congregational Christian Churches 
has appropriated the sum of $50,000.00 
from its Woman’s Gift for 1960-1962 as 
a contribution toward the cost of the 
library. This must be added to the fig- 
ures shown above. It will be paid to us 
as received by them. 

The library has been greatly strength- 
ened this year by numerous gifts of 
books, some new and many used, all of 
which has been greatly appreciated. A 
good library is the heart of a good col- 
lege; 419 books were sent from IIli- 
nois; 21 from Rhode Island; 39 from 
Florida; 14 from Tennessee; 62 from 
Virginia; 4 from Kansas; 73 from Ala- 
bama; 3 from Washington, D. C.; and 
1 from California. Westmoreland 
Church in Washington, D. C., also sent 
us 150 copies of the Pilgrim Hymnal. 

While there are a lot of changes in 
all college faculties, we have been for- 
tunate in holding on to a good hard 
core of teachers, The present number 
is 16 and Dean of Faculty Van Cleave 
has reported that our faculty compares 
very favorably with that of other col- 
leges in our area, including senior col- 
jeges. There are 14 on the staff, several
